It is argued that Yamamoto stat 
that "EXAMPLES #1 to #1 1 ... (col. 1 1 , lines 55-57; emphasis added). This is not persuasive for reasons already of record. More 
specifically, Applicant does not claim an "amount of Ba in the overlayer, -based upon the weight of the overlayer-" as Applicant appears to 
suggest. Rather, Applicant claims an outer layer comprising an amount -of an alkaline earth component-. This is reasonably interpreted a 
a layer containing a -component-. The claimed percentage is clearly applied to the claimed -component- and not the claimed -layer-, in th 
body of the instant claim. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a catalyst containing an percentage of alkaline eart 
metal based on "the weight of the layer" rather than the weight of the "component") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
